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EXPLANATORY NOTE. 


During the years of war with consequent restrictions on the facilities avail- 
able for printing and paper, the publication of the vital statistical appendix to 
the Annual Report of the Public Health Commissioner had to be suspended. 
Now with the gradual return to peace-time conditions vital statistics for the 
years 1940-44 are being presented in this brochure in the usual form. 

It is satisfactory to record that this has boen made possible by the Province 
having continued to collect these statistics in this period of stress. There is no 
reason to believe that the quality of this work deteriorated in any particular 
manner from its pre-war standard. 

The decision of the Government of India to omit compilation of tables 
showing age compositon of the population as at 1941 census necessitated by the 
contingencies of war has been a major handicap in applying the vital statistical 
data for a study of relevant events. The Population Data Committee appointed 
by the Government of India in 1944 has brought out that age tables based on 
complete enumeration are available for Delhi and Ajmer-Merwara only. Age 
tables based on sample slips are available for Bengal, Punjab, Sind, North-West 
Frontier Province, Bombay and Orissa. Similar tables for Bihar, Assam and 
Baluchistan are not satisfactory. Age tables are not available at all for U.P., 
Madras, C.P. and Berar, and Coorg. As a consequence the tables showing 
estimated population by age and sex, death-rate according to the ago and sex, 
and standardised death-rate have had to be omitted. 

The results of 1941 census brought out even more clearly the disparity bet- 
ween population estimates based on birth end death records and actual enumera- 
tion. The magnitude of this disparity varies between provinces. In Bengal the 
increase based on vital statistical records was only 40% of the actual. In 
North-West Frontier Province, Delhi, Assam & Sind the divergence was nearly 
of the same level. This divergence is hardly explainable by any doubts on the 
accuracy of the census figures themselves. The serious under-reporting of 
births and deaths in India is a generally accepted fact. Accordingly the popu- 
lation estimates used for calculating the various rates have been made on simple 
arithmetical extrapolation in place of the moie obvious natural increase method. 
In cases where recorded deaths exceed births, as in Bengal during the famine 
years, the increase for the year has not been added and the population, esti- 
mated for the previous year has been used as a comparatively more plausible 
estimate for the purpose of calculating rates only. 

Another departure from the previous form is the omission of th 

scientific papers published in the Indian Journals due to lack of space. Tables 
24 & 25 dealing with statistics of tubercular patients and deaths by causes in 
Indian States have been added for the first time, on account of the very 
particular interest that centres round these. 
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Wherever maximum, medium and minimum figures are given, they are 
based on the period 1937-41 which is believed to be the latest quinquennium 
after which the effects of war conditions were felt on Indian life. There is a 
strong case for reviewing the vital statistical records of the previous years in 
order to show the present trends, but due to considerations of time and 
space l he matter has been dof< rred to a more suitable time. It may, in 
- conclusion, be stated that the mam aim lias be.cn to present the primary vital 
statistical figures which have been already held up from publication so far.
